Gur says call-up test 
was a great success

The nation-wide 
mobilization exercise terminated at 
1 am. yesterday was an unqualified 
success, Chief of Staff Mordechai 
Gur told military correspondents 
here yesterday. 

Rav-Aluf Gur had nothing but 
bouquets fcr the rate of turnout, 
and the speed with wich reservists 
reported to their units. Overall par- 
ticipation was not far from 100 per 
cent, and in many units it actually 
reached that figure. 

Sample’ sectors of the Defence 
Forces were tested. These included 
units of all corps (land, air and 
naval units) in addition to infantry, 
armour and various other support- 
ing formations. Rear echelon and 
administrative units were also in- 
volved. 

There was a near-total shaw up 
of taxis and other. vehicles register- 
ed for emergency use, he said. 

Rav-Aluf Gur said an indication 
of the speed with -which the men 
responded to their call-up orders — 
announced code phrases 
over the radio and in handbills — 
was that reservists were already 
queueing up for their discharge when 


‘he visited one‘ unit, only two and 


a half hours after the exercise 
began. 
By late afternoon, many units 
were in an advanced state of pre- 
paredness and could have been sent 
into front-line deployment had the 
oxercise called for this. 
The bulk of the mobilization was 
completed within less than 12 hours. 
Although the Chief of Staff did 
not say so explicitly, the 12-hour 
time Span δὲ he revealed indicates an 
- Various foreign mili- 
experts had assessed: rainbnum 
mobilization time at 48 hours. 
The Chief of Staff thanked the 
news media for their cooperation 
and had special praise for the 


civilian population which, he said, 
bad behaved “in an exemplary 
way.” He noted that civilian 
Grivers bad offered soldiers every 
Possible assistance in reaching their 
collection and unit points. 

The few snags, there were resulted 
from unnecessary delays at  re- 
gistration points and in getting the 
men back home. This was attribut- 
ed primarily to the fact that a 
large proportion of the men by- 
Passed the means of transport pro- 
vided by the army, and either drove 
their own cars or hitch-hiked As 
a reguit the army vehicles stood 
by idle at the collection points, or 
were only partially filled, the 
dispatchers not wanting to send 
them on their way as they did not 
know why the men had not arrived.

by the company. 

Members of the maintenance 
workers staff committee were 
not available for comment yes- 
terday. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the differences be- 
tween the management and 
the 500 workers centre on an 
overdue collective wage agree- 
Tent. The demands made by 
the maintenance workers are 
reportedly substantially in ex-

The Foreign Minister said it was 
natural that Soutk Korea should 
deal “resolutely” with Japan if his 
government failed to receive satis- 
factory cooperation from Tokyo 
concerning the assassination at- 
tempt.

One officer used a rag to hit the 
eed in a vain effort to 
put out the flames. A second police- 
man tried a fre extinguisher, but 
it failed to work. A third officer put 
out the flames with a pan of water. 

‘Near the body were the burned 
pages of a passbook logging the 
veteran's disability-pension payments 
from the government. He was not 
immediately identified.

Veteran burns self 
to death in Saigon 


250 to 300 militiamen from their 
position near Quang Neal, about 
130 km. south of Oa Nang. There 
was no word on casualties. 


Officials said radig contact was 
lost with the outpost near Da Nang, 
indicating that It also waz overrun.

The Khmer 
Rouge has occupied it for the past 
four years, and the government has 
been reluctant to make ἃ direct at- 
tack for fear of damaging the ruins. 

The Phnom Penh command also 
elnaimed that 44 Khmer Rouge were 
Killed in a clash five km. south of 
Prey Veng, a provincial capital 
62 km. east of Phnom Penh. The 
command said government losses 
were light.

A St. Lawrence Seaway Sumner, 
spokeaman said it was the worst 
accident in the 43-year history of the 
canal, which links Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario. All traffic was halted 
and the spokesman predicted it 
might take two weeks to reopen the 
waterway. 

“Our main concern right now is 
to get the bridge out of the water 
and the canal operating, and that is 
@ major job in itself,” he said. 


The spokesman said the lift bridge 
cost $803,000 to build in the 1920s 
but estimated $20m. might be needed 
to replace it.

‘A revitalizing IDF exercise’ 


Al Hamishmar (Mapam) rejects 
Arab charges that this week's call- 
up exercise was an Israeli threat. 
Every army must carry out such 
Manoeuvres to keep tabs on ita 
preparedness. In Israel’s case, war 
may break out suddenly and this 
requires the Defence Forces to 
mobilize reserves in the shortest 
possible time. In all, the exercise 
was an important step in revitaliz- 
ing Israel's military strength. 

Davar (Histadrut) also has warm 
words for the reservists’ response 
and public reaction in general: “We 
have again come to know that the 
country's security stance is ag stead- 
fast as ever." At the same time, in 
view of Israel's economic difficulties, 
the paper hopes that in future such 
interruptions will be kept to a 


minkmum. 

Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) says 
that the exercise served to bolster 
the decHning concern with defence 
among civilians. It adds that re- 
ports of huge arms shipments to 
Syria indicate that a new war may 
be in the offing. “Israel would do 
well to prepare for such an even- 
tuality.” 

Omer (Histadrut) feels the most 
important lesson drawn from the 
Yom Kippur War wag the failure

Israel's reservists mobilization 
exercise on Sunday is a reminder 
thet U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger's peace-making last spring 
was no more than an interim af- 
fair, the right-wing Daily Telegraph 
sald in an editorial yesterday, 

“A danger period Is app: 
during which, ΙΓ there is not some 
major extension and under-pinning 
of what has already been achieved, 
it could all collapse agaln into 
war,” the editorial said. 

As for Arab nervoumess over the 
exercise, the paper said: 

“It ts inconceivable in present cir- 
cumstances that Israel could con- 
template a surprise attack. With 
America so desperately anxious not 
to provoke the ‘Arab oil producers 
auch action by Israel, whatever ini- 
tial success it might have, would 
forfeit support to such an extent 
as to make it suicidal. In deference 
to Arab fears Isfael gave ample 
notice of Sunday's exercise, apart 
from the exact date. Yet it ts ine- 
vitable thatgome of the Arab coun- 
tries should scream blue murder — 
especially Syria, who had counter- 
mobilised, It is Syria which Israel 
sees 553 the main immediate threat, 
largely because of the unpreceden- 
ted quantities of sophisticated weg- 
pons that Russia has been pouring 
into it, including the latest Mig 23, 


which is not yet available to Rus- 
sia’a European satellites.” 

On Cyprus, The Times yesterday 
commented: 

“The important thing is not that 
Greece should be seen to be in the 
right, but that Turkey should make 
concessions. Putting Turkey in the 
dock of a kind of international kan- 
garoo court is hardly likely to 
achieve that result. What is needed 
is for Turkey's leaders to be con- 
vinced ‘by their friends (which means 
essentially the Americans, though 
Pakistan and Iran may also have 
a role to play) that concessions will 
be in their interests and those . of 
the Turkish Cypriots.” 

The Guardian, Liberal, wrote on 
Cyprus: 

“No great power has the will (or, 
Perhaps, the clout) to impose ἃ 
settlement. Russia has havered back 
and forth between an Athens tilt 
and an Ankara tilt. America began 
az an unailoyed backer of Greek 
Policies and tottered out of the 
crisis 4 bizarre backer of most 
‘Turkish ‘realities’: Mr, Schlesinger 
expreased alarm as Hcevit’s tanks

“After coordination with its allies 
and full discussion with the Israelis, 
Arabs and Soviets, (the U.S.) should 
privately propose to Mgypt, Syria, 
Jordan and israel its own plan for 
territorial settlement and cdnvey ta 
them its determination to press for 
implemenation,” Prof. Griffith wrote 
in “Orbis.” 

“Israel should give up almost all 
of its conquests and in return re- 
ceive effective international and U.S. 
security guarantees. The Arabs... 
would recognize Israel and be re- 
strained by a permanent UN force
